Game Longer in Storage 

Illinois hunters may now store le- 
gally taken game in their lockers 
for indefinite periods, the previous 
time limit on the possesson of game 
having been (abolished by the General 
Assembly. 

Livingston E. Osborne, state direc- 
tor of conservation* points out that 
federal regulations still require that 
migratory water fowl be disposed of 
within 90 days after the close of the 
hunting season. 

The possession limit for ducks is 
20 of all kinds, including not more 
than 1 wood duck; for geese, 8 blue 
or snow fowl plus 4 of other lands. 
Possession limits set by the Illinois 
game code are: pheasant 6; quail 36- 
squirrels 15, and rabbits 45.

Referring to the educational cam- 
paign now being conducted by. ithe 
police departments of muncipalities 
throughout the country and . the 
United Stales Secret service, Chief 
Peterson pointed out that "the gov- 
ernment mails out more than one 
million checks every day, and about 
eight million go to dependents of 
men in the armed forces each month. 

"Check thieves steal as many as 
they can from hall and porch' mail 
boxes. Then they forge the endorse- 
ments and victimize retailers who are 
intent on their sales and fail to con-

Antioch's plans for post-war con- 
struction and improvements received 
further impetus at the village board 
moling Tuesday evening when reso- 
lutions were adopted for presenting 
applications to state and federal agen- 
cies for whatever portion of aid 
might be available from their funds 
for such purposes. 

The proposed new municipal build- 
ing and fire station, an addition and 
improvements for the new sewage 
disposal plant and the revision and 
improvement of the street lighting 
system in the business district are 
the projects included in the applica- 
tions. 

Copies of the- plans and specifica- 
tions which will accompany the appli- 
cations were -presented at the meet- 
ing by H. D. Blcck,.Waukegan, who 
has been designated by the village 
board as the engineer in charge of 
drawing up the plans. 

More Police Applications 

Additional applications for the 
positions of nhjht policeman were 
read by Village Clerk Roy L. Murrie. 

The expense to the village of main- 
taining full-time night police protec- 
tion was tentatively estimated by 
Councilmen W. I. Scott and George 
Wagner at about $3,000, including sal- 
ary, maintenance of a squad car, in- 
surance and bonding. 

It was pointed out by President 
George B. BarLlett that the village' 
budget at present does not allow pro- 
vision for such a sum, and that as 
the present rate of taxation docs not" 
permit an increase in the taxes, it- 
may. be necessary to make special; 
levies or special arrangements to in-,' 
sure sufficient funds. 

"The suggestion has been received i 
that we make this a part-time job,", 
Bartlett said. "However, I do not be- ! 
lieve that this would be a fair ar- ' 
rangement. It Would not be right to' 
ask a. man to "work during only part 
of tlie year or to try to carry on 
with -another job at the same time. 
The only difficulty is, where is the 
money comiriig from?" 

May Levy on Business 

In the dimension as to "ways and 
means it was pointed out by Bartlett 
that no such airrangement would bo 
permitted as would result in Antioch 
being a "speed trap" or such as pre- . 
vailed at one -time <tn the past when 
a policeman was hired and told to 
"go out and earn his salary," presum- 
ably in the form of fines imposed by 
the police magistrate after arrests. 

It was ■recalled" also that within 
past years a night' watchman had 
been privately employed, his salary 
being paid by the, businesses which 
received this protection.^ 

The suggestion rWv-is made "that busi- 
ness concerns which could legally be 
taxed might be assessed a certain 
sum each through a "business li- 
cense" system, this amount to be ap- 
plied toward the fund for the night 
policeman's salary. One objection 
which has been made to supplying 
funds through this method is that, 
while the entire village would benefit 
by the increased police protection, 
the burden of expense would rest on 
a portion of the business group. 

The finance committee of the coun- 
cil was appointed to investigate ways 
means of raising the necessary 
funds, and to present a report at a 
meeting in the near future. 
Plan Christmas Lights 

Decorative Christmas lights will be 
put up in the business district for the 
holiday season this year, it was voted.

In the store -windows .were stunning sequin- 
trimmed gowns, <JUc-feathVed-''hats, glittering costume 
jewelry; on the store .cdUnt'efs-^m) diapers. There were 
lace-trimmed black sheer nighties and scanties — but no 
flannel pajamas— rand -no "shorts! As for the dollar-nine- 
ty-eight housedress Hhiit. flourished in long rows on the 
racks in pre-war days, it seemed to have gone with the 
wind. In its place were a few neat little highly tailored 
models at about ten.-ninety-five. As for gents' long-hand- 
led underwear— it just vfanH to be found; and children's 
clothes of all kinds ". '■;■■■. 'there was a mighty thriving 
trading, loaning arid giving-away of old clothes to keep 
some of the younsters clad! 

In short, there seemed to be mostly a dearth of 
utility clothing and : a fairly good supply of everything 
that folks don't actually need.. 

We 'haven't been able to figure out just why. this 
should be so, but 'our guess is that there is a consider- 
ably larger margin. of manufacturer's profits on the 
luxury items — and that perhaps the materials used in 
them are also intess ? demand. 

To many a housewife — and to many a merchant— 
we have no doubt, the return of . the bedsheet will be 
an event of at least as groat a. cosmic importance as. the 
return of the nylon, and kiddies' rompers will no doubt 
foe displayed with quite as .much. eclat by proud mer- 
chants as will the returning "formal" gowns. 

After all, there aren't so many folks who have 
had time to dress up in their best on many occasions — 
tout practically evej^.b.np, wears underwear, and didies 
arc something that just naturally goes with babies. 

Local merchants- estimate that it will take from a 
few months to a year, before their stocks are as com- 
plete as Antioch merchants- have 'prided themselves on 
keeping them in 'theVpast, but are doing their best to 
supply the most urgent clothing needs of their custo- 
mers and are, if anything!, itappier ' than the customer 
when some long-awaited shipment of utility goods is 
received. .... . . , 



Time For A Show-Down 

In a recent letter to Representative Gore, Demo- 
crat, of Tennessee, Bernard M. Baruch gave the people 
of the United States sound advice and warned labor and 
management to settle their diff erenees or face govern- 
ment intervention. He recommended an inventory of 
the resources of our nation so we might have "an over- 
all picture of the balance sheet of the country." 

He also urged an examination of our productive 
capacity "to see that enough of what is produced re- 
mains in the United States to avoid disastrous inflation, 
and then how much to allocate for the rehabilitation of 
Europe, China, the Philippines. 

"Unless this dividing is done wisely, we will sink 
and the whole world will go down with us. We should 
direct our aid to foreign countries by giving priority 
to those who need the most and who will use it- to help 
set themselves on their feet. 

"If we promise loans to foreigners, the money, 
will be useless if they cannot buy the goods from our 
production here. 

"Such demands will further inflation temporarily 
because they aggravate demands here. There is no use 
giving foreigners credit (or our citizens greater buying 
power through Increased wages and decreased taxes) 
unless we are willing to establish priorities which will 
ration our production where we want it to go until pro- 
duction increases. 

"We must be careful when we give aid to other 
countries, that this aid is not used to nationalize their 
industries against us, to destroy our own competitive 
system which, I think, should be preserved. England, 
Czechoslovakia, Prance and other countries are na- 
tionalizing or about to nationalize their industries. Rus- 
sia has totalized herself — one buyer and one seller — 
and is totalizing all countries coming under her aegis." 

Mr. Baruch might well have gone farther and 
said that our Federal policy of making loans, and. grants 
in our own country to "nationalize" great segments of 
American industry, through government ownership and 
competition, is as destructive of American enterprise 
as are loans to foreign -nations that promote similar 
socialization of productive activity. 

•Mr. Baruch stressed the inescapable fact that the 
race between rising wages and prices is <&. creature of 
"our own procrastination and negligence." Everything 
should have been included in the original price control 
bill— all the elements of cost, wages, rents. "Failure to 
do so has started the race — 

"Tax reductions should have been-more consider- 
ed, outlined and then put into effect, and only after 
the inventory into our national wealth and liabilities 
was known. . . Even now it would not- take long . . . 
Then we would have the facts-r-not fictions stirred -by 
all tli contending pressure groups trying to help them- 
selves in prices, wages and taxes for their own interests 
and ignoring the general good." 

Are we too dumb or too selfish as a people to 
listen to such elemental reasoning?
